SENTENCE STAYED 
BY RETRIAL PLEA 


‘Motion Is Filed for Slay- 
er of Ex-Service Man, 
Who Gets Freedom on 
Posting of $1,000 Bond. 


After deliberating since Thursday 
afternoon, a jury in Judge Virlyn 
B. Moore's division of the Fulton 
superior court late Friday found 8. 
A. Pittman, rent collector, guilty of 
voluntary manslaughter in connection 
with the death of KE. B. Fowler, World 
War veteran, and sentenced him to 
serve one year in the penitentiary. 
The punishment meted out is the mini- 
mum under the law. 

The jurors had deliberated about 14 
hours. The verdict apparently was a 
compromise. 

Judge Moore immediately passed 
sentence on Pittman, but a motion 
for a new trial, staying the execution 
‘of it, was submitted by the rent col- 
lector’s attorneys, Thomas Shackle- | 
_ ford, of Athens, and Reuben A, Gar- 
Lland, of Atlanta. Pittman was re- 
leased on bond of $1,000, which was 
approved by Judge Moore and by Aa- 
sistant Solicitor John H. Hudson, who 
had directed prosecution of the case. 

The case was given to the jury at 
3 o'elock Thursday afternoon after 
a trial which began Tuesday. The 
state had charged that Pittman killed 
Fowler in an argument growing out of 
collection of rent, while the defendant 
claimed he shot in defense of his ow 
life. The jurors apparently were 
hopelessly deadlocked when they re- 
tired to a hotel Thursday night and 
all day Friday there appeared to be 
little or no chance for a verdict. How- 
ever, shortly before 5 o'clock, when 
Judge Moore had indicated that he 
would direct that deliberations con- 
tinue until today, the jury sent word 
that it was ready to report. 

A large crowd of friends of Pitt- 
man and Fowler who had spent 
Thursday evening and all day Friday 
in the courtroom were present when 
the verdict was read. Judge Moore 
had warned against a demonstration 
and the spectators received the ver- 
dict in silence. 

Fowler was shot and killed on the 
afternoon of January 10 at Forrest 
avenue afid Bedford place, not far 
from his home, which he rented from 
an agency which employed Pittman 
as a collector,

The only information immediately 
available from national police henad- 
quarters indicated a counter-revolu- 
tion was actually under way in Chiri- 
qui, but details were not available. 


The Republic of Panama has no 
army or navy. The national police 
force numbers 60 officers and 630 
men under normal conditions.

FROM NICARAGU 


Latin-American Republic 
Will Seek To Preserve 
Order With Native Na- 
tional Guard.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—(?) - 
Rapid withdrawal of marines from 
Nicaragua to parallel the upbuilding 
of ghe national guard of the republic 
has been agreed upon by the American 
and Nicaraguan governments. 

Under the ‘plan, as disclosed today 
by Secretary Stimson, complete re- 
moyal from the republic will be ac- 
complished by next year, ~- . 


nationalggugrd, the agreement calls 
for a vigorous drive by it against the 
insurgents who have in the past 
stirred the republic to turbulent up- 
risings. 

Stimson announced that the plan 
had been accepted by the Nicaraguan 
president and as the first step tow:.rd 
its fulfillment all combat marines now 


stationed there would be removed im- 
mediately. 
Only 500 By June. 

By June the plan contemplates only 
about 500 marines will remain there. 
These. would be of a non-combat class, 
principally engaged in training the 
national guard and air unit: activities 
necessary to transmit supplies to parts 
of the country inaccesible because of 
lack of roads and railways. 

As the withdrawai goes ahead Nic- 
aragua will increase by 500 men, or 


to a total of about 2,000, its national 
guard force. This will begin imme 
diately a campaign against the in- 
surgents, 

Provision to support the increased 
force and its training under marines 
will be given by about one-third of a 
Nicaraguan government: credit of 
3,000,000 now on deposit in’ the 
Nicaraguan National bank, a govern- 
ment institution. 

President Moncada has also agreed 
to push forward public works with 
another part of the reserve and will 
begin the construction of much needed 
roads and public projects. 

Estimates varied tonight on the total 
number of marines to be withdra vn 
by June but the most generally ac- 
cepted figure was 1,000. 

The plan for Nicaragua to push 
forward against the insurgents was 
agreed to by Moncada after the United 
States had emphatically indicated to 
him its intention of withdrawing the 
marines in the immediate future. 

Not Indefinitely. 

It-was emphasized that the United 
States could not be expected to main- 
tain a policing marine force in his 
country indefinitely. The military plan, 
including that for the withdrawal of 2 
large part of the marines in the im- 
mediate future, received the approval 
of marine officers in command in 
Nicaragua. 

Announcement of the plans for the 
withdrawal brought prompt expres- 
sions of satisfaction on Capitol Hill. 
In the senate it was expected to go 
far toward avoiding a threatened out- 
burst against the use of marines there.

RAILROAD ORDERED 
TOPAY $15,919 344 
OF EXCESS INGOME 


Commerce Commission 
Hands Down Its Largest 
Decision Against Nor- 
folk & Western Railway. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—(UP) 
The interstate commerce commission 
today handed down a decision in the 
largest and most important recapture 
case to come before it since the su- 
preme court established a new basis 
for the recovery of excess incomes of 
prosperous railroads. | 

The Norfolk & Western railway was 
ordered to pay the government $15,- 
849,344, representing ‘one-half of the 
income the road earned over a 3-year 
period in’excess of the legal 6 per cent 
return, 

The amount involved was the larg- 
est to. be. ordered paid the government 
since the O’Fallon decision of 1929, 
setting up the “cost of reproduction 
new” as a factor to be considered m 
determining final‘ valuations of rail- 
roads. Total amount of the excessin- 
come for the years 1924-26 was set 
by the commigsion at $31,698,689, 

The Norfolk ‘& Western case is not 
expected to reach the supreme court 
for a further test of the O'Fallon de- 
cision, however, because recapture pro- 
ceedings against the wealthy little 
Richmond, Fredericksburg & Potemac 
railroad have reached a more ad- 
vanced stage. Arguments on the com- 
mission’s decision in this case were 
heard several months ago and a final 
order is expected soon, 

Payment of the recapturable sum 
must be paid in federal reserve funds 
to the commission by March. 25,. the 
Norfolk & Western was advised, pro- 
vided ‘no protest is filed before that 
date.

ENGINEER SEES 
RUSSIAN SUCCESS 


Walter Rukeyser Points 
to Trade Balance in 
Trade With Soviet.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—(#)—The 
United States, which does not recog- 
nize the soviet’ government, had the 
greatest trade balance with Russia of 
any nation last year, Walter Rukey- 
ser, chief engineer of the asbestos trust 
in the Urals, said tonight. 

Rukeyser returned to New York to- 
day for three months’ attention to 
private interests and to augment plans 
for his interests in Russia. 

“Last year exports from the United 
States to the soviets totaled more than 
$190,000,000 while imports reached 
$40,000,000,” Rukeyser said. “Ger- 
many had the greatest trade but there 
was but slight difference in export and 
import totals.” 

ukeyser, who went to Moscow in 
1929, brought back many interesting 
slants on conditions in all parts of 
Russia. 

“It is generally accepted in Russia 
that there is a shortage of cotton and 
needed textiles,” he Baid. “My busi- 
ness is asbestos, but engineers familiar 
with textiles tell me that sabotage is 
responsible for the shortages.

Mr. Park quoted Dr. Sam Small, 
who, though one of the framers of 
the constitution in the convention of 
1877, has himself abjured it, as a 
means of governing modern Georgia, 
in the following uncompromising 
terms: “Most of its provisions are 
obsolete, effete, wholly out of date, 
and the one hundred and one patches 
that have been sewed on to it in the 
past 40 years are principally the piece- 
quilting of constitutional amateurs 
and bunglers.” 

“Constitutions are not made; they 
grow,” was the keynote of Mr. Park's 
address. And his principal objection 
to the constitution of 1877 is that 
no provision was allowed for the amaz- 
ing growth which has taken place 
throughout the state since its adop- 
tion, 

Another thing to be considered, Mr. 
Park pointed out, is the state of mind 
in which the convention of 1877 found 
itself, immediately after the ruinous 
regime of the carpetbaggers, scalawags 
and ignorant ex- -slaves. “It is not sur- 
prising that they. should have mis- 
trusted all government, that their ef- 
forts should have been directed toward 
so resgricting and limiting the powers 
of executive and legislature as to pre- 
vent effectually any recurrence of con- 
existing. To insure 
against any abuse of power no power 
was conferred. It is doubtful if any 
state government has ever been 50 
restricted, so hedged about with limi- 
tations, given so little liberty of ac- 
tion,’ Mr. Park continued. But fed- 
eral bayonetwgand negro militia are 
no longer to » feared, he pointed out, 
and there is how need for more flexi- 
bility in the constitution. 

Contradictory, confusing and ambig- 
uous amendments to the constitution 
were also scored in Mr. Park’s ad- 
dress. “Such amendments haye con- 
verted the constitution into a legal 
conundrum that no court can solve,” 
he quoted Justice Hines as saying.

PROHIBITION MEASURE 
DEFEATED IN COMMONS 


LONDON, Feb. 13.—(#)—Nancy 
Lady Astor laid about with the rapier 
of her repartee in the house of com- 
mons today, fighting the battle of tem- 
perance, but she voted with the ma- 
jority in defeating a prohibition. bill 
by 137 to 18. 

The bill was introduced by Edwin 
Scrymgeour, member for Dundee, who 
has spent years trying to prohibit al- 
coholic beverages in the United King- 
dom. Lady Astor sent home telling 
thrusts against the liquor interests 
but even so declared her intention of 
voting against the measure in the be- 
lief that temperance and not prohibi- 
tion is the é¢ure for whatever liquor 
evils there may be. 

Both sides cited the United States, 
proponents of the measure as a guid- 
ing light, and the others as a horrible 
example under prohibition. 

Lady Astor referred to the peerage 
as the “beerage;” Frederick Mac- 
Quisten, the conservative, said it was 
more remunerative to be a prohibition 
agent than president in the United 
States, and others quoted Senator Bo- 
rah and the late “President Taft 25 
declaring that prohibition was not re- 
sponsible for increased lawlessness in 
the United States. 

Sir William Wayland said more 
people were drinking in America than 
before prohibition, and Francis Free- 
mantle said the great lesson learned 
from American prohibition was that 
prohibition was impossible unless 80 
per cent of the people approve of it.

Lewis with headquarters at Indianap- 
olis.as the ‘only valid miners’ union, j 
but permanently enjoined Lewis from 
revoking the charter of the Illinois 
district or from ‘removing from office 
the heads of the union in this state, 

Judge Edwards ruled that the in- 
ternational union’s constitution did 
not expire March 31, 1931, as State 
President Harry Fiswick and other 
anti-Lewis leaders of the Illinois fac- 
tion contended, but was continued in 
force by a referendum. 

The decision upheld the Fishwick . 
group, with which Alexander Howat, — 
of Kansas, and John H. Walker, .for- 
mer president of the Illinois Federation 
of Labor, are allied, in their action in 
holding a convention to discuss union 
affairs at Springfield last March. The 
Fishwick group had based their “re- 
organization” on the ground that.

FARMERS GO FOR A RIDE. 

In 1928 the people elected Hoo- 
ver to be president, and a congress 
to support him as such, upon a 
straight pledge to create a federal 
farm board to stabilize agriculture, 
promote orderly marketing of 
crops, and generally set the stum- 
bling farmers of the nation upon 
forward-marching feet. 

Accordingly the farm board was 
set up by the congress and given 
half a billion dollars with which to 
operate. President Hoover appoint- 
ed able and experienced men to con- 
stitute the board. ‘They have per- 
formed, they claim, to the best that 
circumstances would allow and tried 
to benefit the farmers to the fullest 
degree possible. 

Still dissatisfaction with farm con- 


not

‘ ditions runs rampant over the coun- 


try. Professional farm spokesmen 
waving unhorny hands are roundly 
denouncing the farm board as a 
failure. Politicians in and out of 
congress who fatten off the gulli- 
bility of the farmérs are demanding 
abolition of the board. They have 
the powerful backing of the grain 
and cotton traders and speculators 
who never sow or spin, but grow 
rich and domineering by sweating 
the farmer’s produce on the way 
from his hands to those of the ulti- 
mate consumer. 

In the fight between the farm 
board and the foragers the actual 
farmers have little to say and 
scarcely are considered. They are 
in the attitude of innocent and help- 
less bystanders. And they are the 
one who get mostly damaged by the 
bricks that are thrown from either 
line of the fighters. 

The situation presented by this 
endeavor to use government powers 
and money to rescue, rehabilitate 
and recompense an industry suffer- 
ing depression from natural and 
non-government causes, is another 
grave proof that government has no 


“proper place in the common busi- 


nesses of the people. 

The business of farming is not 
“disorganized,” because it has nev- 
er been organized, and no govern- 
ment agency can hope to be ple- 
narily beneficial to an industry so 
thoroughly personal and so scatter- 
ed over the wide domain of the 
nation. Failure has always followed 
political endeavors to provide mass 
relief to so individualized an indus- 
try and in this case of the American 
farmers any government system of 
support short of “‘cash in hand” is 
as sure to fail as the sun to shine 
in an unclouded sky. 

When, if ever, the federal gov- 
ernment withdraws from all connec- 
tion with agriculture other than re- 
Search and informative work and 
leaves the farmers to their own wis- 
dom, resources and skill, with the 
home state giving whatever emer- 
gency aid that may be needed, the 
sooner will agriculture achieve its 
own Stabilization through common 
Sense regard for world markets, 
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uti conspiracies on exchanges to 
spoliate the farmers of any possible

LATEST FROM HOOVER. 


President Hoover laid hold of the 
opportunity of Lincoln’s birth anni- 
versary to broadcast to the nation a 
timely and strong protest against 
the drift in federal affairs toward 
centralism. 

Upon his pre-presidential record 
of speech and philosophy President 
Hoover was as much of an “indi- 
vidualist’” as was Thomas Jefferson. 
While he was secretary of com- 
merce he published a striking bro- 
chure on “American individualism” 
in which he argued forcibly against 
all schemes to centralize and pater- 
nalize and commercialize this gov-} 
ernment of and by the people. 

His active personal stake in par- 
tisan politics of the republican 
brand has seeméd of late to have 
modified and diluted those earlier 
views. But the Lincoln Day speech 
is, let it be hoped, a determined 
Swing back to his former convictions 
that the people should make them- 
selves independent of federal aids 
and subsidies and confine the gen- 
eral government to the purposes for 
which it was originally constructed. 

Should that prove to be the right 
interpretation of his speech we may 
look for him to interpose his exec- 
utive powers and do his best to de- 
feat the communism involved in 
many measures now being jammed 
through the congress. If he fears 
and fails to do that his fine phrases 
about individualism and state re- 
sponsibilities will be only so much 
insubstantial syllabub.

cases hardly be termed human. 

_We must look at the. question with 
different glasses than those of Ameri- 
can or European standard. Self-dete:- 
mination in this case would mean no 
more than rpetuation on the part 
of land-owning effendis of an age-old 
Swindle, involving a merciless policy 
of peasant exploitation. The Arab 
worker, we learn on the other hand, 
is not disinclined to work together 
with the Jew. His instinct for co-oper- 
ation seems to be sound enough. All 
the misleading propaganda, scattered 
so assiduously by representatives of 
the dozen or so feudal families who 
own the greater part of the Palestin- 
ian soil, has not prevented the Arab 
peasants from lining up solidly with 
Jewish workers and sticking to the 
alliance. 


For the first time the American

A recent skilfully prepared bulletin 
from a university expatiated the mod- 
ern conception of the cofservation of 
the teeth. This, as we have endeavored 
to teach, is that the soundness of the 
teeth is a question, not of so-called 
mouth or dental hygiene, but of nutri- 
tion. Here I must smirk at dentists 
who owe their education to the brush 
and nostrum business. These are the 
agents that promote the vulgar notion 
that hygiene is a hifalutin word for 
loud and showy cleanliness. I have a 
Jarge collection of letters from such 
dentists and if I were to print a few 
selections from them you'd be amused.

The estimates run all the way from 
$550,000,000 to $1,000,000,000 _ of 
loans beyond those already made, 

“The suggested use of the adjusted 
service certificate fund does not alter 
the situation as these reserves are in 
treasury obligations which will need 
to be converted into cash by means 
of sales of securities to the public in 
order to pay cash to the veterans. 

“In this connection I think I should 
call attention to the fact that the only 
funds made available for meeting this 
liability of $1,720,000,000 are those 
in the adjusted service certificate fund 
amounting to $772,000,000 less $21,- 
000,000 which must be reserved for 
the payment of death claims this year. 
This would indicate that unless con- 
gress is prepared to incur an obliga- 
tion without providing means of meet- 
ing it, an appropriation of approxi- 
mately $1,000,000,000 is necessary. 

“Aside from the merit or demerit 
of the proposal, the important con- 
sideration is the amount of cash that 
can be obtained by the treasury 
through borrowing without disorganiz- 
ing the finances of the government 
and adversely affecting the security 
market to which the government must 
resort.to cover its obligations. : 

“This question cannot be dissoci- 
ated from the present financial situa- 
tion of the treasury. That position is 
at best a trying one at this time and 
the difficulty of obtaining these -ad- 
ditional. great sums cannot bé fairly 
appraised if considered alone or as if 
times ‘were normal, but only if this 
consideration is made a part of the 
general picture and viewed against 
the background of the great financial 
problems already facing the treasury. 

Half Billion Deficit. 

“We are confronted with a probable 
deficit of not less than a half billion 
dollars for this fiscal year which must 
also be made good by borrowing. The 
revenues of the government are stead- 
ily falling behind not only the fig- 
ures of last year but below what we 
reasonably expected to receive at the 
beginning of this year. In addition to 
the normal spenditures of the govern- 
ment, we have’ been called upon to 
find funds for emergency purposes of 
various kinds, including relief meas- 
ures and an increase in public works 
and construction activities of the gov- 
ernment for purposes of increasing em- 
ployment. For construction work alone 
we will spend this year over $600,- 
000,000, as compared with $275,000,- 
000 in 1928. 

“Tf the bill in its present form be- 
comes law, the funds to be provided 
must be raised either in the first in- 
stance or at a comparatively early 
date by long-term bond issues. The 
treasury even without this burden is 
already in a difficult position. 

“A statement of the public debt sit- 
uation will make this entirely ‘clear. 
There is at present outstanding a 
short-term debt of approximately $2,- 
800,000,000, which under existing. cir- 
cumstances is already too large. 

“On March 15th next $1,109,000,- 
000 of old obligations mature. In 
June, 1932, $1,933,000,000 of First 
Liberty Loan bonds become callable, 
of which $536,000,000 bear 4 1-4 Ee 
cent interest, In October, 1933, 36,- 

000,000 of Fourth Liberty Loan 
4 1-4 per cent bonds become callable. 
Irrespective of the desirability of re- 
tiring the $536,000,000 First Liberty 
Loan 4 1-4 per cent bonds and the 
$6,268,000,00 of Fourth 4 1-4 per cent 
Liberty Loan bonds because of the 
high interest rate they bear, it is ob- 
vious that refunding operations must 
be undertaken in 1933, since it Is un- 
thinkable that $6,268,000,000 of obli- 
gations should be allowed to mature 
in the single year 1938. It is evident, 
therefore, that important refunding 
operations must be undertaken both in 
the immediate and in the near future. 

“On June 30th eur short-term debt 
amounted to something over $3,000,- 
000,000. At that time it was reason- 
able to anticipate that yer ae debt 
retirements through sinking fund, for- 
eign repayments, and other smaller 
amounts, would permit the reduction 
of the short-term _debt by about 
$1,800,000,000. in the three-year period 
ending June 30, 1933. : 

No Decrease in Debt. : 

“Present indications ate that there 
will be no decrease in the publie debt 
but rather an increase this fiseal year, 
and a very material cut in the esti- 
mated debt retirement figures for 
1932 and 1933. So that in the three- 
year period the public debt will be re- 
duced by BF sscvagy * not more than 

,000, or $900,000,000, leaving 
a short-term debt outstanding on 
June 30, 1933, of eer 
$2,200,000,000. This is altogether too 
large an amount in view of the neces- 
sity of making provision for the

Covenant Lauded. 

Mr. Hudson expressed the opinion 
that the covenant of the league will 
prove a better bulwark for peace than 
the Kellogg pact. Under the covenant, 
he pointed out, the law of neutrality 
is ended, and when war occurs any- 
where in the world it is the concern 
of the other nations. 

Germany disarmed under the terms 
of the peace, but the various other 
powers have not yet started to put 
into effect the provisions of the treaty 
of Versailles, he said. The League of 
Nations, he believes, is aiding in mak- 
ing national borders or frontiers in- 
visible, 

Mr. Hudson, who has spent his sum- 
mers at Geneva in an official capacity 
in the legal department of the league 
secretariat, is recognized as one of the 
leading American authorities on inter- 
national questions. 

Smythe Gambrell, Atlanta attorney 
and a Harvard man, presided at the 
meeting Friday night. Professor Rosa 
H. MeClain, of Emory, introduced Mr. 
Hudson. Professor H. W. Caldwell 
and Professor Alto Hoch, of the law 


department of the University of Geor-}. 


gia, Harvard alumni, sat on the stage 
with Mr. Hudson, Professor Harvey 
Cox, president of Emory, announced 
that the fifth annual session of the 
institute will be held during the same 
week in February, 1932.

Conclusions of great national 
concerns following surveys by experts 
of reasons why sales had been lower 
in the south than in other parts of 
the country lead to a campaign te 
raise the purchasing power of the ne- 
gro, he said. 

One thing coming out of the de- 
pression is..an..imereased. class .con- 
sciousness, he said, and added “When 
we ate out from the worst of it we 
will turn the country over to babbits 
and go yelling along ignoring funda- 
mentals, headed toward another such 
period in years to come.” 

During the morning, Dr. Alexander 
held a round-table conference on in- 
terracial relations and Dr. Hudson on 
the current work of the League of 
Nations. Dr. Hudson’s round-table 
was continued in the afternoon, and 
at the same time Mrs. Harry Green 
held a conference on problems of’ the 
city of Atlanta. 

e’s Werk Reviewed. 

At the afternoon round-table, Dr. 
Hudson reviewed the work of the 
League and led the discussion along 
the line that there is being built up 
an international government to regu- 
late things no one government could 
regulate. 

“We are making a modern govern- 
ment for a new and modern world,” 
Dr. Hudson said, “The United States 
is entangled with other countries eco- 
nomically, and is a portion of the 
League in fact, although not offi- 
cially.”

FAVORABLE REPORT 
AGAIN GIVEN MEYER 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 13.—(/)— 
Iengene Meyer, New York financier, 


the federal reserve board, has been 
pending in the senate since the begin- 
ning of the session, received:a favor- 


from the senate banking committee. 


Senator Wagner, democrat, New 
York, a proponent, immediately re- 
ported the nomination to the senate 
and confirmation next week was pre- 
dicted, 


The vote in committee today was 
12 to 3, with Brookhart, Lowa, and 
Blaine, Wisconsin, republicans, and 
Fletcher, democrat, Florida, opposing. 

Brookhart was responsible for send- 
ing the nomination to committee for 
a subcommittee investigation that 
lasted nearly two weeks. He was ex- 
pected to carry on his attempt to 
block confirmation but friends of the 
nominee were confident of his con- 
firmation. 

The Iowan suggested today that 
further hearings be held, but he was 
voted down. He wanted more wit- 
nesses examined in connection with 
the prosecution séveral years ago of 
Guy Houston, former president of the 
Chicago Joint Steck Land bank. Hous- 
ton was cleared of charges of using 
the mails to defraud and Brookhart 
claimed Meyer, as head of the farm 
loan board, had something to do with 
the prosecution. Meyer and depart- 
ment of justice officials denied this. 


The subcommittee went extensive- 
ly into charges by Representatives Mc- 
adden, republican, Pennsylvania, and 
Rainey, democrat, Illinois, that Meyer 
obtained his appointment through 
Wall Street influence and wrecked the 
farm loan system while a member of 
the farm board, It reported favorably 
on the nominee to the full committee 
by a vote of 3 to 2, with Brook- 
hart and Fletcher in opposition.

“There may not be an American 


army in force functioning now,” I re-' 


plied, “but there soon will be, and 
I want this resolution to apply to 
it when it becomes a fact. The Amer- 
ican government is represented here 
at this conference and in the war, 
and any action as to the. supreme 
command that includes the British and 
French armies should also include the 
American army.’ 

The foregoing account of the con 
ference may not be an exact record of 
the language used, but is given as my' 
aid took it down.

General Foch is .charged by 
the British, french and American 
governments with the co-ordina- 
tion of the action of the allied 
armies on the western front: to 
this end there is conferred on him 
all the powers necessary for its 
effective realization. ‘Fo the same 
end, the British, French and 
American goveruments confide in 
General Foch the strategic direc- 
tion of military operations. 

The commanders-in-chief of the 
British, French and American 
armies will exercise to the full- 
est extent the tactical direction of 
their armies.

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“Waves of Electricity” Is 
Subject of Talk by Dr. 
K. K. Darrow. 


MACON, Ga., Feb. 13.—(4)—Revo- 
lutionary physical research in the 
past 20 years has proved that X-rays, 
electricity and matter all have proper- 
ties of waves, Dr. K. K. Darrow, of 
the Bell Telephone Laboratories, New 
York, told the Georgia Academy of 
Science at Wesleyan College Friday 
night. 

Incidental researches, he said, have 
shown the structure of crystals and 
the arrangement of atoms in them. 
Dr. Darrow's general subject was 

“X-Ray Waves and Other Waves of 
Filectricity.” His address climaxed the 
first day's activities of the ninth an- 
nual meeting of the Georgia Academy, 
which began at the Hotel Dempsey 
this morning. 

During the afternoon the scientists 
and a large ot sey may heard 
papers on various fields of-thought. 
lL. M. Carter, of the State College 
of Agriculture, told of investigating 
soils in south Georgia infested with 
tiny glasslike barbed spines,- which 
make parts of Grady and Sumter 
rounties unworkable. 

“The condition is rare,” he said, 
“and has been encountered elsewhere 
only on parts of the California coast. 
Through some form of silicious de- 
posits, the soil was. partly composed 
of the spicules, approximately 10 
microns in length. Some of the spicules 
are barbed at both ends. When la- 
borers and animals become irritated 
and sometimes covéred with sores aft- 
er working in the soil, investigators 
were sent and when samples of the 
soil were put under a microscope the 
spicules showed plainly.” 

“Being so small, the spicules dust 
up in the dry air, and cover the 
skin,” said Mr. Carter, “they punc- 
ture the skin, which becomes infected, 
and a sore results. They are peculiar 
to the type of land where there are 
‘lime sinks.’ Often the land in drained 
‘lime sinks’ is found to be spiculated. 
There is no remedy for it, as the 
spicules are silicious and insoluble.” 

S. Edwards, of the University 
of Georgia department of psycology, 
read a paper on the “Normal Individ- 
ual,” giving a case study of a nor- 
mal boy. The paper showed the diffi- 
culty in differentiating between nor- 
mal and abnormal. 

“No sharp line can be drawn be- 
tween the normal and the abnormal,” 
the psychologist said, “and many peo- 
ple who are normal in some measure- 
ments are abnormal in others.” 

Dr. George H. Boyd, of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia department of zoology, 
read a paper on “Host Feeding in Its 
Relation to Parasite Reproduction in 
Certain Avian Malaria Infections.” 
Using lantern slides of charts he has 
plotted, Dr. Boyd outlined experiments 
he has conducted with feeding malaria- 
infected female canaries at different 
times, and by observing the reproduc- 
‘tive activity of the parasite in these 
infections. The results, he pointed out, 
seem to indicate that “host feeding,” 
though not the only factor involved, 
is one of the factors which serve to 
bring about the definite periodicity 
which characterized the reproductive 
activity of the malaria parasite. 

Josiah Crudup, of Mercer Univer- 
sity, read a paper on the “Variation 
in Observations in Physics Experi- 
ments.” He told how he conducted 
an experiment to measure the differ- 
ence in the speed of action of the au- 
ditory nerves and the nerves of vision. 
To these differences, he attributes 
many of the discrepancies in co-ordi- 
nation of observations. made by differ- 
ent experimenter 

In the experitieit he produced a 
periodical’ electric spark and had stu- 
dents s0 place themselves that they 
heard the snap of one spark and saw 
the light of the next at the same mo- 
ment. He said that he had proved 
that in some students the nerves of 
sight were faster than the nerves of 
hearing, and vice versa. 

T. J. Harrold, research of horti- 
culture, Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture, presented a paper on ‘Pollen 
Development of the Elberta Peach,”

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JOURNALISM BANQUET 
HELD IN GAINESVILLE 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., Feb. 13.— 
Reviewing the history of the south 
from an economic view, Professor H. 
J. Pierce, Jr., speaking at the jour- 
nalism banquet here tonight at Brenau 
College, declared that “industrialism 
instead of agriculture will bring about 
a new south.” 

“Prior to the Civil War,” he said, 
“the cotton planters of the south were 
an imperialist group of people and 
their sole idea was expansion of cot- 
ton lands. Following the War Be- 
tween the States the fallacy of this 
was recognized, and _  industrialism 
made its entry into the south.” 

Ben Gaillard, prominent Gaines- 
ville attorney, spoke on “Georgia 
Day” and named innumerable ways in 
which Georgia was first. He advo- 
cated the diversification of crops and 
market relief. 

Dr. Gertrude R. Brigham, head of 
the department of journalism. of 
Brenau, gave an interesting talk and 
toast on “Georgia as I Have Found 
It.” Henry Estes, president of the 
Charles Poster Outdoor Advertising, 
spoke on “Advertising” 

Austin Dean, editor of the Gaines- 
ville Eagle, was toastmaster. 

Mr. Dean paid a tribute to the 
achievements in journalism of Julian 
Harris, of The Atlanta Cogstitution, 
who was scheduled for an address but 
was unable to attend.- Mr. Harris, 
however, dealt with his subject of 
newspaper work in a telegram, which 
was read to the guests by Mr. Dean. 
It said, in part: 

“The first duty of a first-class 
newspaperman is to be informed, for 
knowledge enables us to see clearly, 
weigh accurately and consider impar- 
tially utterances and events. Avoid 
preconceived judgments and rejeet all 
cliches and banalities. Be alert to dis: 


cover trends and prepare to write of 
them. Today the most amazing adyen- 
ture in a century is in progress. This 
reference is to Russia’s scheme of gov- 
ernment now moving toward success 
or failure. The significance and world 
importance of this tremendous. effort 
has been ignored by the vast majority 
of the newspapers. until the past few 
months. One may well be out of sym- 
pathy with the communist form of 
government, but one should not be out 
of touch With the great economic up- 
heaval that is in process of proving a 
failure or a success or of evolving or 
leading to revolution. There are prob- 
lems in our nation—scores of them: 
Study them impartially. The young 
newspaper reporter who is’ without 
knowledge of ‘political history and eco- 
nomics is headed for a hack-writer’s 
rut. The knowledge of prosody, syn- 
tax and diction is an excellent aid to 
expression and style but valueless un- 
less you have something to say—un- 
less you know what you are writing 
about. I wish I could start all over 
again and. take advantage of the op- 
portunity that the study of journalism 
offers to young men and young women 
of initiative and intelligence.”

to reach an agreement for operation 
of the government's $150,000,000 pow- 
er and nitrate plants at Muscle 
Shoals.

Dryden and Waddell. 

HARLES DRYDEN, the most 

famous of all baseball writers, 
took a- leading part in helping to 
make Rube Waddell famous, The 
Rube was marvelous material but 
only a Dryden could have worked 
out the various angles that came into 
print. 


In place of writing about the 
Rube’s speed and curves and his 
winning record, Dryden not only 
covered all Waddell’s escapades 
but invented a few, which the 
Rube had never thought about. 


One of Dryden’s best training camp 
stories concerned the purchase of a 
mocking bird by the big left-hander. 
It seems that Rube had bought the 
bird from the owner of a peanut and 
pepeorn stand, only to discover later 
that all the mocking bird could imi- 
tate was the shrieking whistle, which 
used to be part of the popcorn yend- 
or’s trade. 


It was Dryden who also dug 
up the story on Ping Bodie and 
the parrot wherein Ping bought 
a parrot and taught it to sit on 
the foot of his bed and say over 
and over, “Ping made good— 
Ping made good.” 

Ball players of the. type of Wad- 
dell, Ossie Schreck and Ping Bodie 
were Dryden’s soup, meat and des- 
sert. They meant more to him than 
a Ty Cobb or a Wagner. 


The Long Interval. 

RYDEN got his first job with 

Finley Peter Dunne when the 
famous producer of Mr. Dooley was 
managing editor of a Chicago news- 
paper.

Certainly no one man in the his- 
tory of all sport has ever written 
as many entertaining stories about 
any one game as the late humorist, 
from Ocean Springs, Miss., wrote 
about baseball.

The National Boxing Association 
and most of the state athletic com- 
missions have a defjnite rule that 
every champion of every division, must 
defend his title every six months, if 
suitable opponents are available. 

This rule has applied to every di- 
vision but the unlimited weight one, 
due to the fact that every time a 
heavyweight champion goes to post 
his title is at stake, no matter whom 
the man he fights may be. 

All the way up the line, until the 
present champion,, Max Schmeling, 
who shows his boxing skill here on 
the regular fight card being staged by 
Promoter Max Abelson on February 
17 at the auditorium, the titlehold- 
ers have made it.a practice to let con- 
siderable time elapse between the de- 
fense of their laurels. 

This has been partly due to the 
fact that there is a scarcity of capable 
opponents in the heavyweight ranks, 
and partly due to the indifference of 
most heavyweight titleholders after 
they have reached the coveted goal. 

Schmeling is a different champion, 
however. After winning his _ title 
from Sharkey last June in New York 
city, he returned to Germany to visit 
his mother.

Increased from $344,342,000 by the 
house, it now carries amendments pro- 


viding funds for experimenting with 
high-speed airplanes, scrapping two 
battleships decommissioned under the 
London naval treaty and for construc- 
tion at shore stations. 

Backing up recommendations of the 
navy department, the house overrode 
its appropriatiéns committee and dis- 
pensed with limitations proposed cn 
officer personnel. By removing, a lim- 
it of 5.499 line officers, the hoWe pro- 
vided for commissions for the 1931 
graduating class of the naval acad- 
emy. It also struck out the provision 
to restrict the number of high-rank- 
ing officers in the bureau of aeronau- 
tics. 

Two World War aviators, Repre- 
sentatives LaGuardia, of New York, 
and Maas, of Minnesota, succeeded in 
having adopted an amendment car- 
rying $220,000 for experimentation 
with high-spéed airplanes. They de- 
clared that within two years, British 
service planes would exceed in spe d 
those of the American army and navy 
50 miles an hour unless faster planes 
were developed in this country. It 
will: be fatal, they said, for slow 
planes to engage fast ones in combat. 
This increased the naval aviation al- 
lotment to $31,070,000.
